Tm  listening  to  James  White  and  the  Blacks,  a  brand- 
new  New  York  rock'n'roll  band.  The  lyrics  and  style 
sound  like  new  wave  music.  The  voice  quality  is  raw,  but 
the  beat  is  definitely  disco.  It's  the  sound  that  kids  are 
listening  to  as  we  enter  the  80's.  It's  the  sound  the  clubs 
will  need  to  draw  the  crowds.  It's  a  sound  that  deve- 
loped out  of  many  musical  trends. 

The  kids  who  are  drawn  to  this  sound  are  the  child- 
ren of  the  70's.  Their  values  and  attitudes  are  different 
from  those  of  the  previous  generation.  Many  are  not  col- 
lege bound.  Besides  seeming  irrelevant,  a  university  edu- 
cation is  simply  not  economically  feasible. 

Many  will  flcok  to  non-traditional  communities  - 
not  the  college  campus,  but  communities  outside  the 
mainstream.  These  self-contained  communities  consist  of 
collections  of  people  whose  cohesiveness  lies  in  a  com- 
mon belief.  The  members  of  such  a  community  cooper- 
ate solely  because  they  believe  their  lives  will  be  bettered 
by  a  book  of  rules.  Some  young  people  will  leave  these 
disciplined  groups  within  a  few  years  or  months.  Others 
will  stay  on. 

Many  kids  just  out  of  high  school  will  need  to  find 
work,  and  will  settle  down  with  a  house  and  a  family. 
Their  lifestyle  will  be  different  from  that  of  their  parents, 
but  not  radically  so.  With  the  current  resurgence  of  the 
draft,  many  young  people  may  join  the  armed  forces. 
Those  of  us  who  were  coming  of  age  in  the  60's  are 
still  slightly  disturbed  by  these  notions.  We  would  like  to 
cling  to  the  feeling  of  freedom  and  the  rebellion  of  the 
sixties.  We  feel  nostalgia  for  those  moments  when  the 
possibility  for  a  completely  different  world  seemed 
real.  To  us,  the  seventies  signified  a  non-era:  we  were  let 
down,  and  alot  of  our  dreams  were  shattered  and  we 
were  forced  to  grow  up. 

But  a  great  many  events  shaped  the  decade  -  political 
trends,  social  changes,  new  styles  of  living.  During  the 
month  of  March  and  the  first  two  weeks  of  April,  KPFA 
will  examine  some  of  these  events  and  attempt  to  make 
guesses  about  the  future. 

The  staff  is  preparing  for  KPFA's  annual  Spring  Mara- 
thon, a  six-week  radio  adventure  titled  "Looking  Ahead 
to  the  80's."  We  hope  to  raise  $1 50,000  during  that  time: 
an  ambitious  goal,  but  we  think  that  what  we  have  to 
offer  is  worth  it. 

We'll  be  presenting  special  programs  about  the  poli- 
tics of  the  70's.  We'll  take  a  look  at  China  over  the  last 
ten  years,  from  the  historic  Nixon  visit  to  the  death  of 
Mao.  We'll  be  tarking  to  John  Service,  the  man  who 
"lost"  China  in  the  forties.  We'll  be  discussing  revolut- 
ionary movements  in  Africa  and  Latin  America  -  the 
struggles,  victories  and  defeats,  and  we'll  assess  the  ascen- 
dancy of  the  Third  World  in  the  political  arena.  We'll" 
review  the  rise  and  fall  of  Allende  in  Chile,  and  the '. . 
United  States  involvement  in  the  economic  and  political 
destinies  of  underdeveloped  nations. 

We'll  also  look  at  how  federal  and  local  government 
affects  the  personal  lives  of  Americans  —  who  the  FBI 
infiltrated  and  why,  the  military  force  used  on  students 
at  Kent  and  Jackson  States,  and  the  formation  of  SWAT 
teams  all  over  the  country.  The  70's  were  an  age  when 
citizenry  became  more  influential,  and  KPFA  will  exam- 
ine some  of  the  most  prominent  movements  which  have 
affected  legislation  and  attitudes.  We'll  look  at  the  move 
for  equal  rights  for  women  and  the  gradual  militancy  of 
gay  people.  We'll  be  recapping  the  longest  criminal  trial 
in  Southern  California,  that  of  Skyhorse  and  Mohawk, 
and  reviewing  the  struggle  of  a  small  group  of  miners  in 
Kentucky  to  get  a  union  contract.  And,  of  course,  no 
retrospective  of  the  decade  would  be  complete  without 
an  examination  of  the  most  startling  top-level  scandal 
in  recent  history,  Watergate. 

The  70's  changed  our  values  and  our  styles  of  living. 
Our  language  is  full  of  concepts  like  vitamin  therapy, 
organic  foods,  and  natural  childbirth.  Changes  in  the 
social  order  are  evident  everywhere.  We  accept  single 
parenting,  birth  control  for  teenagers,  and  non-monogam- 
ous marriage  agreements  with  little  hesitation.  K.rrA 
will  present  many  programs  concentrating  on  a  host  of 


lifestyles  recently  incorporated  into  society.  On 
March  1 7th,  Sue  Donati  (of  Not  Tonight  I  Have  A 
Headache)  will  present  a  day  sprinkled  with  some  of  her 
most  controversial  discussions.  (KPFA  will  also  be 
presenting  a  day  of  programming  devoted  to  the  chang- 
ing family  on  April  5th). 

On  March  28,  1979,  the  whole  nation  was  glued  to 
radio  and  TV  sets  when  the  worst  nuclear  accident  in 
history  occurred  at  the  Three  Mile  Island  nuclear  power 
plant  in  Middletown,  Pennsylvania.  KPFA  carried  the 
events  of  those  anxiety-ridden  days  non-stop.  The  News 
Department  is  organizing  a  special  presentation  about 
the  nuclear  industry  for  broadcast  on  the  anniversary  of 
the  Harrisburg  nightmare. 

The  Public  Affairs  Department  will  host  a  series  of  de- 
bates and  discussions  focussing  on  a  wide  variety  of  top- 
ics. The  economic  situation  will  be  dissected  and  anal- 
yzed, as  well  as  the  future  of  public  schools,  the  role  of 
the  multi-national  corporations,  California  politics, 
health  care  in  the  80's,  and  the  coming  presidential  elec- 
tions. KPFA  will  also  devote  an  entire  day  to  Energy. 
We'll  talk  about  alternatives  to  U.S.  dependence  on  oil, 
and  the  likelihood  of  a  less  luxurious  future.  Of  course, 
we  will  also  continue  to  bring  you  the  latest  in  news 
and  commentary  about  international  events  hitting  the 
headlines  now. 

As  has  always  been  the  tradition  at  KPFA,  the  entire 
marathon  will  highlight  unusual  and  unique  music.  Our 
resident  jazz  collectors  will  be  hauling  their  records  in 
to  give  you  full  days  of  jazz  from  swing  to  contempora- 
ry. Our  folk  aficionados  will  be  presenting  new  songs 
and  familiar  favorites.  The  New  Wavers  will  give  you  a 
whole  day  of  new  releases  and  innovative  sound  in  Ap- 
ril. We  will  also  be  offering  the  excellent,  well  -researched 
classical  and  new  music  programs  that  have  been  Pacifi- 
ca's  forte  for  years.  Every  afternoon,  you'll  hear  four 
hours  of  the  'best'  of  all  types  of  music  we  feature,  from 
reggae,  bluegrass,  country  and  jazz  to  African,  Latin, 
New  Wave  and  No  Wave,  from  the  avant  garde  to  the 
traditional. 

KPFA's  Radio  Arts  Department  will  continue  the 
Morning  and  Evening  Readings  with  a  different  twist. 
Many  of  the  selections  will  be  in  keeping  with  the  topics 
discussed  during  the  rest  of  the  day.  Youll  also  hear 
some  fine  radio  drama,  including  a  full  length  produc- 
tion of  Sean  O 'Casey's  Juno  and  the  Paycock  in  cele- 
bration of  his  100th  birthday.  For  those  who  missed  the 
four-part  series  on  the  drama  of  the  militant  thirties, 
'Rising  Waters,'  you'll  have  another  chance  to  hear 
this  extraordinatry  cultural  documentary.  It  culminates 
in  a  brand  new  production  of  Clifford  Odets'  Waiting 
for  Lefty. 

Plans  for  the  last  two  weeks  of  the  marathon  are  not 
yet  completed,  but  there  are  some  special  productions 
already  in  the  works.  Already  mentioned  is  April  5th, 
"The  Changing  Family;'  and  a  day  devoted  to  New  Wave 
music.  For  children  and  adults  alike,  KPFA  will  broad- 
cast two  delightful  classics,  Peter  Pan  and  Pinocchio. 
Last  year,  KPFA  held  a  contest  for  listeners,  asking  them 
to  vote  for  their  favorite  musical  pieces.  The  contest 
culminated  in  a  day  of  interesting  and  unusual  music. 
Because  the  contest  was  such  a  success,  we  are  repeating 
it  this  year.  Look  inside  for  further  information  on 
"The  94.1  Greatest  Hits  of  Alternative  Radio  II,"  Your 
choices  will  be  played  in  order  of  votes  received  on 
April  12th.  Also  at  the  end  of  the  fundraiser  will  be 
Robbie  Osman's  "Music  Among  Friends"  day .  Well 
also  present  a  documentary  on  the  winter  Olympics, 
a  panel  discussion  about  the  status  of  the  left,  and 
much  more. 

So  there  you  have  it:  an  enormous  radio  gala  in 
the  fine  tradition  of  Pacifica.  KPFA  has  been  broad- 
casting thought-provoking  documentaries,  investigative 
news  broadcasts,  unique  music,  and  the  latest  in  the  arts 
for  over  thirty  years,  and  you,  the  listener,  have  kept  us 
going.  I  hope  you'll  continue  to  demonstrate  your  sup- 
port during  this  spring  marathon.  Encourage  your  family 
and  friends  to  tune  in.  Help  us  gain  new  subscribers  and 
support  us  in  any  wav  vou  can.  whether  financiallv  or 
by  helping  to  answer  phones.

March  begins  our  traditional  Spring  Marathon.  It  gives  us  a  chance  to  provide  you 
with  unusual  programming,  while  remaining  our  major  means  of  raising  money.  It  is  in- 
tended primarily  to  recruit  new  subscribers.  Currently,  only  11,000  of  our  regular 
70,000  listeners  subscribe  to  the  station.  Our  plan  for  the  1980's  is  to  double  our  sub- 
scriber base.  You  can  obviously  help.  Tell  your  friends  to  please  pledge  during  the  mara- 
thon. A  gift  subscription  is  an  easy  way  to  make  both  your  friends  and  our  staff  happy. 

Marathon  is  also  an  opportunity  to  begin  to  reacquaint  you  with  our  staff  and  our 
hopes  for  the  year.  This  month,  I  want  to  tell  you  a  little  about  our  news  department. 
In  following  reports,  I  will  reintroduce  you  to  our  other  programmers.  Like  all  our  de- 
partments, the  News  Department  depends  on  scores  of  unpaid  staff  and  volunteers. 
These  dedicated  people  regularly  provide  timely  and  essential  services  on  a  ongoing 
basis.  They  anchor  the  news  on  the  weekends  and  most  mornngs.  Others,  such  as 
Michael  Curtin,  cover  the  Berkeley  beat  and  the  Berkeley  City  Council  meetings  through 
a  very  small  grant.  The  Council  meetings  can  be  heard  on  KPFB,  89.3  FM  in  Berkeley 
only.  There  is  a  much  larger  grant  which  provides  for  Youth  News  as  well  as  its  origina- 
tor and  director,  Louis  Freedberg.  Soon,  we  hope  to  be  broadcasting  the  Berkeley 
School  Board  meetings  on  KPFB  as  well. 

The  heart  of  the  News  Department  consists  of  four  overworked  and  highly  under- 
paid staff  members:  Alan  Snitow,  Aileen  Alfandary,  Wendell  Harper  and  Michael  Yoshi- 
da.  Alan  is  co-director  and  regular  anchor.  He  has  become  synonymous  with  untiring 
dedication  and  excellence.  Aileen  is  the  co-director,  chief  administrator  and  co-anchor. 
Her  expertise  on  nuclear  issues,  especially  during  Three  Mile  Island,  has  vastly  increased 
the  prestige  of  our  most  important  department.  Wendell  is  our  local  Bay  Area  reporter. 
He  plans  all  local  coverage  and  also  pro du6es  directly  two  to  three  stories  a  day.  He  is 
responsible  for  KPFA's  substantial  increase  in  local  coverage  and  for  penetrating  insight 
into  local  events.  Michael  is  the  extraordinary  production  engineer  for  both  news  and 
public  affairs.  He  is  also  the  anchor  for  Friday  evenings  and  Tuesday  mornings. 

The  News  Department  is  also  greatly  assisted  by  our  increasingly  popular  morning 
show  personality,  Kris  Welch.  Her  program  is  heavily  news  oriented.  In  addition,  she 
anchors  the  Tuesday  evening  news  broadcast. 

The  department  has  visionary  plans  which  are  becoming  closer  to  being  realities.  Be- 
cause of  contributions  in  the  past  to  our  satellite  connection  and  the  National  News  Ser- 
vice, there  is  now  the  strong  probability  that  KPFA  and  Pacifica  will  create  a  national 
newscast  to  compete  with  the  established  syndicated  news  of  commercial  media.  This 
project  is  being  organized  by  Alan  Snitow  to  be  distributed  by  the  satellite  to  literally 
hundreds  of  communities  with  non-commercial  stations.  In  essence,  Pacifica's  news  of 
national  events  could  be  heard  across  the  country  on  a  daily  basis. 

Your  contributions  can  go  a  long  way  toward  bringing  hard  information  to  a  far 
larger  audience  than  just  the  Bay  Area.  But  our  success  depends  on  a  constant  growth 
in  our  subscriber  rolls.  Please  help  by  encouraging  your  friends  to  phone  in  a  pledge 
during  marathon.  It  is  impossible  to  implement  any  plans  for  the  future  if  we  cannot 
meet  our  expenses  for  today.  The  subscriptions  system  seems  to  finally  be  functioning 
properly  and  we  anticipate  no  new  problems  -  scistick  with  us.  The  best  is  yet  to  come.

Dear  Folks  at  KPFA, 

I  appreciate  your  rapid  response  to  my  recent 
request  for  a  folio.  1  was  particularly  touched 
by  a  letter  that  W.S.  wrote  called  "the  KPFA 
cure."  This  letter  spoke  of  what  great  assist- 
ance the  station  has  been  in  this  person's  strug- 
gle to  overcome  a  narcotic  addiction.  I  would 
like  to  reiterate  this  fellow  listener's  love  for 
such  a  vital  role  that  KPFA  plays  not  only  for 
people  who  need  to  fill  a  space  in  their  life  in 
such  an  expressed  situation,  but  I  know  that 
this  people's  station  fills  many  people's  lives 
with  the  information  and  other  realities  neces- 
sary for  positive  social  reform  and  pure  listen- 
ing pleasure. 

I've  had  the  opportunity  to  support  KPFA  with 
abill-of-the-month  subscription  and  numer- 
ous other  cash  donations  for  several  years  now, 
and  I  will  continue  to  support  my  own  need 
for  KPFA. 

In  this  and  that  light  I  would  like  to  make  a 
special  request  for  some  comprehensive  pro- 
gramming about  alcoholism,  as  this  disease  is 
perhaps  one  of  the  greatest  tragedies  currently 
afflicting  our  population.  Many  people  are  not 
aware,  for  instance,  that  this  progressive  dis- 
ease is  currently  ruling  the  psyche  of  twenty 
percent  of  the  peoples  of  the  U.S.A.  In  other 
words,  an  epidemic  number  of  people  in  this 
country  arc  dependent  on  alcohol  to  stop 
their  shaking  in  order  that  they  might  "main- 
tain." Nor  are  many  people  aware  of  the  sever- 
ity of  the  problems  that  dependence  on  this 
drug  can  produce.  Unfortunately,  we  often 
don't  know  the  implications  until  it's  too  late, 
for  this  drug  is  readily  available  and  acceptable. 

Currently,  I've  found  help  to  cope  with  my 
trauma  (because  of  a  brother's  problem  with  al 
cohol)  through  an  organization  called  Alonon.

IRAN  COVERAGE  ON  KPFA 


Dear  KPFA  News  and  Public  Affairs  Staff: 

In  comparison  to  any  other  American  news 
source  I  have  seen  or  heard  on  the  subject  of 
Iran,  your  coverage  has  been  balanced  and  in- 
formative. I  appreciate  your  straight  news  as 
well  as  analysis  by  people  like  Eqbal  Ahmed 
and  Hamid  Elgar.  However  last  night  I  was 
not  very  pleased  to  hear  someone  (named 
Amina)  on  Traffic  Jam  sounding  like  a  mouth- 
piece for  Ayatollah  for  Imam,  as  she  called 
him)  Khomeini.  Without  bothering  to  take 
exception  to  all  of  her  naive  enthusiasm,  I 
would  like  to  focus  only  on  her  unsubstanti- 
ated assertion  that  the  leader  of  the  Kurds 
(unnamed)  is  being  supported  by  the  CIA. 
Does  anyone  at  KPFA  know  anything  about 
the  Kurds?  Are  the  Kurds  as  worthy  of  liber- 
ation and  self-determination  as  for  example, 
the  Irish,  who  receive  hundreds  of  hours  of 
KPFA  attention;  Is  it  possible  that  KPFA 
could  do  a  background  piece  on  the  current 
situation  in  Kurdistan  -  Turkish,  Iraqi, 
Syrian,  and  Soviet  as  well  as  Iranian-held 
Kurdistan.  Such  a  program  might  go  a  long 
way  toward  balancing  the  ill-considered  re- 
marks of  people  such  as  Amina. 
There  are  Kurds  living  around  California  who 
would  have  interesting  things  to  say  about  how 
they  got  here  and  what  is  currently  going  on 
in  Kurdish  politics.  My  own  interest  in  the 
Kurds  dates  back  about  eight  years  when  I 
began  studying  the  Kurdish  language  and  sub- 
sequently went  to  live  in  Kurdistan  in  order  to 
research  a  doctoral  dissertation  in  linguistics. 
I  recently  completed  a  book  called  Children  of 
the  Jinn:  In  Search  of  the  Kurds  and  their 
Country  to  be  brought  out  in  April  by  Seaview 
books  in  New  York. 

As  a  KPFA  subscriber  and  fan  (and  before  that 
of  WBAI)  I  regard  Pacifica  as  a  link  to  reality 
in  the  world.  Could  you  consider  doing  some 
sort  of  program  on  the  Kurds?  If  there  is  any- 
thing 1  can  contribute  to  such  an  effort  I  am 
ready  to  do  it.

Lemon  Aid 


Housing

As  of  January  1,  1980,  tenants  have  a  bit  more  power  in  their  ongoing  struggle  to 
have  decent  places  to  live  in  at  a  price  they  can  afford.  Before,  tenants  who  withheld 
rent  in  order  to  get  needed  repairs  could  be  legally  thrown  out  of  their  apartments  a 
mere  61  days  after  they  first  took  action.  With  the  new  law,  they  cannot  be  evicted  for 
180  days.  Not  perfect,  but  alot  better.  In  California,  there  are  two  legal  routes  that  a 
tenant  can  take  to  get  needed  repairs. 

Under  the  "Implied  Warranty  of  Habitability"  established  in  Green  v.  Superior  Court, 
the  state  Supreme  Court  ruled  that  when  you  rented  an  apartment  or  home,  you  could 
expect  that  the  living  unit  was  habitable  (i.e.  the  building  must  be  in  a  condition  fit  for 
human  occupancy).  Nothing  in  a  lease  or  rental  agreement  can  negate  this  basic  right. 

In  some  cases,  the  landlord  will  make  the  necessary  repairs.  On  the  other  hand,  he 
may  take  you  to  court  in  an  attempt  to  make  you  pay.  The  judge  might  rule  in  your 
favor  or  set  a  lower  rent  to  reflect  the  actual  lowered  quality  of  the  rental  until  during 
the  time  you  were  withholding  the  rent.  Unfortunately,  this  type  of  action  often  results 
in  a  court  case,  and  unless  you  qualify  for  free  legal  aid,  it  can  be  expensive  to  fight. 

Exercising  your  rights  under  California  Civil  Code  Section  1  942,  which  specifies  a 
landlord's  minimum  obligations  to  the  tenant  is  a  far  simpler  course.  Unless  damages 
were  caused  by  you,  the  landlord  is  required  to: 

1  -  make  sure  there  are  no  broken  windows  or  doors,  and  that  there  are  no  leaks 
when  it  rains. 

2  -  have  working  plumbing,  including  hot  and  cold  water. 

3  -  make  sure  that  the  heater,  lights  and  wiring  are  safe  and  working. 

4  -  have  your  apartment  clean  and  free  from  insects  or  other  pests  when  you  move 
in.  (The  landlord's  obligations  are  more  extensive  than  listed  here,  and  for  a  complete 
list  you  should  check  with  your  local  tenants  union). 

As  with  other  consumer  fights,  make  sure  you  have  completely  and  thoroughly  docu- 
mented your  case.  First,  notify  your  landlord  in  writing  exactly  what  your  problems  are. 
Next,  you  are  expected  to  wait  a  reasonable  length  of  time  for  the  repairs  to  be  made. 
The  law  says  that  30  days  is  a  reasonable  length  of  time  unless  the  repairs  involve  some 
type  of  emergency  such  as  no  heat,  broken  doors  or  broken  locks.  If  you  take  action  in 
less  than  30  days,  you  may  have  to  prove  in  court  that  30  days  would  not  have  been  a 
reasonable  length  of  time  to  wait. 

If  the  landlord  still  does  not  act,  you  can  then  have  the  repairs  made  yourself  and 
deduct  them  from  your  rent.  Unfortunately,  such  repairs  cannot  exceed  one  month's 
rent,  and  you  can't  exercise  this  right  more  than  once  every  twelve  months.  Obviously, 
if  you  have  serious  problems  with  your  apartment,  this  won't  clear  them  all,  but  it 
should  help  to  allleast  get  the  most  serious  solved.   . 

Remember:  most  landlords  are  not  too  familiar  with  tenant  protections,  so  you 
may  have  to  fight  for  those  protections  under  state  law.  Before  taking  any  sort  of  action 
against  your  landlord,  talk  to  the  other  tenants  in  the  building,  contact  your  local 
tenants  union,  and  read  up  on  the  state  law. 

Your  city's  tenants  unions  can  give  you  more  information,  as  well  as  personal  help. 
Most  are  listed  in  the  phone  book.  If  you  have  trouble  locating  the  one  serving  your 
area,  give  CHAIN  a  call  at  653-4613  in  Oakalnd,  and  they  can  give  you  the  phone  num- 
ber you  need. 

Janet  Sonntag  wrote  an  excellent  article  on  how  to  fight  evictions  in  the  Jan/Feb 
1980  Consumer  Action  News.  Give  CA  a  call  at  665-1 544  and  ask  them  to  send  you  a 
copy,  plus  information  on  how  to  join.  The  article  contains  information  on  protections 
you  have  under  California  law.

REPORTS

"For  too  long,  young  people  have  been  excluded  from  establishing  the  agenda  for 
discussion  about  issues  that  affect  their  lives  in  important,  often  profound  ways.  " 

So  opens  Pacifica's  proposal  for  the  establishment  of  a  Youth  News  Service,  to  be 
operated  by,  for  and  about  youth.  This  proposal  was  received  sympathetically  by  two 
Northern  California  foundations,  the  Rosenberg  Foundation  and  the  Evelyn  &  Walter 
Haas  Fund.  They  have  awarded  Pacifica  two  generous  grants  with  which  the  Youth 
News  Service  is  being  started  at  KPFA.  This  is  the  first  time  in  many  years  Pacifica  has 
received  substantial  grants  from  private  foundations. 

Conceived  and  directed  by  KPFA's  Louis  Freedberg,  the  Youth  News  Service  will 
cover  important  issues  affecting  young  people  in  areas  such  as  youth  unemployment, 
education,  juvenile  justice,  health,  nutrition  and  the  draft.  Pacifica  is  committed  to 
using  radio  for  communication  which  springs  from  the  needs  and  concerns  of  the  people 
it  serves.  This  means  that  the  Youth  News  Service  will  depend  on  the  participation  of 
youth,  and  that  it  will  draw  from  that  participation  the  concerns  and  interests  of  youth. 

The  Youth  News  Service  will  utilize  radio  as  the  means  to  communicate  with  poten- 
tially millions  of  young  people  who  presently  spend  many  hours  every  day  listening  to 
the  social  and  intellectual  wasteland  of  commercial  "top  40"  and  disco  radio.  There  is 
now  nothing  else  for  them  to  listen  to. 

High  School  youth  will  be  hired  through  local  youth  employment  programs  and 
will  be  trained  in  all  aspects  of  radio  reporting.  They  will  play  an  essential  part,  both 
on  and  off  the  air,  in  developing  and  articulating  the  issues  of  importance  to  youth  in 
the  80's,  and  will  concentrate  on  communicating  those  issues  to  other  young  people 
and  to  adults. 

The  Youth  News  project  is  initially  based  at  KPFA.  It  will  prepare  youth-oriented 
news  stories  for  the  regular  KPFA  news,  and  will  produce  a  weekly  15  minute  "Youth 
News"  broadcast.  Both  the  news  stories  and  the  program  will  be  distributed  by  the 
Pacifica  National  News  Service.  After  June,  Pacifica  will  be  able  to  distribute  such  stor- 
ies over  a  federally -funded  satellite  system,  not  only  to  other  Pacifica  stations  but  to 
non-commercial  stations  around  the  country. 

As  the  Carter  Administration  revives  the  cold  war,  one  of  its  first  steps  has  bee/i  fo 
revive  draft  registration.  Young  people  are  being  told  their  blood  should  be  used  to 
prop  up  a  decaying  foreign  policy.  This  is  one  of  the  most  graphic  examples  of  the  m, 
ner  in  which  the  young,  especially  minorities  and  the  poor,  pay  the  price  of  a  society 
which  is  less  able  every  year  to  solve  its  problems  creatively  and  constructively. 

Youth  News  will  concentrate  on  certain  essential  areas: 

*  Youth  Unemployment:   the  lack  of  meaningful  opportunities  in  the  job  market.  The 
employment  coverage  will  examine  the  viability  of  various  government  programs  which 
attempt  to  come  to  grips  with  the  problem;  it  will  also  focus  on  practical  issues  facing 
youth  in  the  job  market,  the  Project's  reporters,  for  example,  will  interview  high  school 
age  people  about  their  experiences  in  finding  and  holding  jobs. 

*  Education:  the  reporters  will  take,  a  look  at  the  experiences  of  their  peers  in  the  educa- 
tion system;  they  will  report  on  the  racial  and  class  tensions,  the  relevance  of  school 
ptograms  to  their  lives,  and  will  create  a  forum  on  the  practical  problems  of  dealing 
with  the  school  system. 

*  The  Juvenile  Justice  System,  the  draft,  and  health  care  &  nutrition  will  also  be  covered 
in  depth  by  the  news  service. 

As  is  clear  from  its  selection  of  issues  and  from  the  decision  to  involve  young  people 
at  all  levels,  the  Pacifica  Youth  News  Service  sees  itself  as  an  advocacy  project.  It  in- 
tends to  play  a  major  role  in  furthering  the  rights  and  status  of  youth  in  our  society. 

This  society  tends  to  glorify,  idealize  and  ignore  its  youth.  It  also  sends  them  off  to 
fight  its  wars.  If  this  radio  project  can  help  bring  us  to  the  point  of  willingness  to  listen 
to  our  young  people,  and  dealing  with  their  very  real  problems,  then  it  will  have  made 
a  real  contribution  to  the  building  of  a  more  just  and  integrated  society. 

The  other  news  from  around  Pacifica  this  month  is  less  encouraging.  The  Corporation 
for  Public  Broadcasting  (CPB)  is  the  agency  which  makes  federal  funds  available  to  non- 
commercial stations.  It  has  announced  that  Pacifica  station  KPFT  (Houston)  will  no 
longer  be  eligible  for  federal  funds.  The  disqualification  came  just  days  before  KPFT's 
satellite  antenna  was  to  be  installed,  and  caused  a  cancellation  of  that  project.  This  loss 
of  funds  aggravates  the  station's  already  very  serious  financial  problems.  Pacifica's  new- 
est station'  WPFW  (Washington)  had  anticipated  CPB  "qualification"  and  a  $50,000 
grant  in  December.  That  qualification  has  been  held  up  indefinitely  and  the  station  is 
also  facing  serious  financial  difficulty.  Pacifica  is  challenging  both  actions  on  the  part  of 
CPB  and  hopes  for  a  favorable  resulution  to  the  dispute.  Meanwhile,  the  lesson.seems 
clear:  in  the  end  we  can  never  afford  to  move  away  from  our  basic  reliance  on  our 
listeners,  a  reliance  which  has  been  the  hallmark  and  the  uniqueness  of  Pacifica  from  its 
beginning  to  now.

This  is  the  third  in  a  series  of  articles  by  KPFA 
programmers  concerning  musical  directions  in- 
to the  eighties.  Emory  White,  also  known  as 
Stan  Dingovation,  is  host  of  An  Earful  of 
Smiles, '  heard  every  Thursday  afternoon  at 
3:00  pm.  Here  he  talks  about  disco,  music,  and 
about  its  relationship  with  funk. 

The  subject  of  this  piece  is  one  that  is 
about  as  misunderstood  and  misconstrued  as 
any  subject  can  be.  No,  it  is  not  about  some 
new  religion  or  political  idea.  .  .it  is  about 
the  musical  idiom  popularly  and  unpopularly 
known  as  disco.  Later  on,  this  article  will  also 
take  a  look  at  funk.  But  first,  let  us  deal  with 
that  vile  undermuck  of  musical  exploitation, 
that  cancer  of  artistic  endeavor,  that  unnatural 
conglomeration  of  sound. .  .but  wait,  what  is 
it  we  are  talking  about?  What  is  disco  music 
anyway? 

Music  has  gone  through  many  changes  over 
the  years.  These  changes  are  given  such  names 
as  jazz,  classical,  country  rock  and  roll,  etc. 
You're  familiar  with  the  names.  They  more  or 
less  define  the  musical  types. 

Specific  types  today  include  African  High- 
life,  R  &  B,  pop,  reggae,  soul,  funk,  and  disco. 
Many  people  see  disco  as  merely  a  jumble  of 
fastsoulnfebfunkpopularstuff,  and  not  as  what 
it  really  is:  a  type  of  music  with  its  own  struc- 
tural make-up,  delivery  and  dynamics.  It  is  a 
type  of  nlusic  in  evolution,  like  punk  or  new 
wave. 

All  too  many  people  confuse  disco  with 
any  other  type  of  music  that  has  a  strong  and 
consistent  beat,  that  is  generally  danceable, 
but  disco  &  funk  disco,  disco  &  soul  disco,  dis- 
co &  rock  and  roll,  disco  &  new  wave. .  .they 
are  all  different  from  one  another.  For  exam- 
ple, takea  close  listen  to  Donna  Summer's 
Bad  Girls,  and  then  listen  to  Mass  Production's 
Firecracker:  two  national  dance  hits  of  about 
nine  months  ago.  You  will  note  a  basic  differ- 
ence in  the  drum  beat,  the  head,  and  the  voic- 
ing, as  well  as  in  elements  more  obvious. 
These  differences  give  disco  a  distinction 
from  other  dance  musics,  just  as  c  &  w  is  dis- 
tinct from  bluegrass,  or  folk  from  cajun.  With- 
in the  disco  idicm  are  fast  disco,  slow  disco, 
white  disco,  black  disco,  hard  disco,  soft  disco, 
punk  and  funk  disco.  These  breakdowns  are 
enumerated  for  those  who  need  them.  Perhaps 
they  help  others  to  understand  the  music  bet- 
ter. 

Disco  is  here  to  stay,  whether  you  like  it  or 
not.  This  is  a  fact.  The  music  has  been  evolving 
for  years,  takin&on  its  present  day  characteris- 
tics from  back  in  the  late  60's.  Sly  and  the  Fam 
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ily  Stone,  the  Spencer  Davis  Group,  the  Rolling 
Stones,  and  Otis  Redding  were  a  few  of  the 
groups  from  which  disco  later  emerged.  In  the 
•arly  seventies,  disco's  progenitors  include 
l;are  Earth,  Creative  Source,  Traffic,  Ripple, 
New  Birth,  Curtis  May  field,  and  Kool  and  the 
Gang.  They  shaped  the  music,  not  only  with 
the  beat,  but  with  the  length  of  the  piece. 
The  average  time  of  a  popular  song  was  once 
2  to  4  minutes.  Then  it  became  possible  for 
songs  to  be  7  or  8  minutes  long.  Some  disco 
songs  now  are  as  long  as  10  to  15  minutes.  • 

Disco  music  finished  the  70's  as  an  extreme- 
ly lucrative  money-making  medium;  mass- 
produced,  one  dimensional  throughout  in  too 
many  cases:  for  the  most  part  redundant,  mun- 
dane and  cheap.  The  music  has  been  exploited 
to  the  maximum,  in  much  the  same  way  as 
many  other  creative  efforts.  As  the  disco  scene 
was  peaking  in  New  York  City  around  1970, 
it  was  just  getting  started  in  many  other  urban 
and  rural  centers  throughout  the  country.  In 
the  Big  Apple,  production  companies  were 
sponsoring  affairs  city-wide.  Clubs  were 
springing  up  with  great  sound  systems,  pleasant 
atmospheres,  and  a  quality  presentation  of 
dance  music.  All  this  reflected  the  young  indus- 
try's ability  to  organize  and  grow,  so  that  for 
those  who  made  it  at  that  time  became  part  of 
this  country's  biggest  entertainment  money 
boom.  By  1975,  New  York  City's  disco  scene 
was  an  established  entertainment  commodity; 
influencing  the  rest  of  America  into  a  disco 
"craze". .  .with  disco  tv  shows  and  commer- 
cials, disco  radio  stations,  discothons,  etc 

Disco  music  has  enjoyed  at  least  ten  years 
of  major  commercial  market  success,  and  it 
has  seen  its  day.  We  are  into' the  80"s,  and  the 
whole  of  the  music  industry  is  suffering  a

sharp  decline  in  sales,  with  disco  music  drop- 
ping off  significantly.  But  the  music  will  not 
disappear  completely.  The  years  to  come  will 
treat  the  music  accordingly,  depending  upon 
what  comes  and  goes  musically.  But  we  now 
have  another  musical  form  on  the  list.  There 
is  always  room  for  more  musical  expression, 
with  more  substance,  creativity  and  spontan- 
eity. Disco  had  its  beginnings  in  the  basements 
and  living  rooms  of  those  "house  parties" 
where  the  music  came  from  the  phonograph 
or  stereo.  People  danced  and  parried,  partied 
and  danced.  In  this  respect,  disco  has  had 
some  positive  effect  on  segments  of  the  so- 
ciety, for  many  people  started  to  dance  again, 
and  dancing  is  not  only  fun  -  it  is  also  good 
and  healthy. 

So  what  will  be  the  music  that  will  get 
people  to  dance  in  the  80's?  Funk.  As  an  ob- 
server of  musical  trends,  I  could  be  wrong. 
I  felt  in  the  early  70's  that  reggae  would  sweep 
the  world  by  storm.  It  swept  considerably  less 
than  the  world,  but  it  does  enjoy  a  wide  pop- 
ularity. Funk,  on  the  other  hand,  is  filtering 
into  many  other  types  of  music.  The  estab- 
lished funk  exponents,  Parliament-Funkadel- 
ics,  Sly,  James  Brown,  Bootsy  Collins,  The 
Ohio  Players,  Instant  Funk,  Graham  Central 
Station,  Fred  Wesly,  and  Funk  Inc.  have 
been  playing  this  music  for  more  years  than 
disco  has  been  around.  Funk  has  been  a  solid 
favorite  in  the  Black  community  for  all  this 
time,  and  now  we  hear  it  coming  out  of  iazz, 
white  pop  such  as  David  Bowie  ('Fame'),  the 
Average  White  Band,  and  even  Cat  Stevens 
('Was  DoG  a  Donut')  -  and  even  punk  and 
new  wave.  This  last  came  as  a  bit  of  a  surprise 
to  me  until  my  friend  H.J.  informed  me  of 
groups  coming  out  of  New  York  which  em- 


ployed the  funky  beat  most  closely  associated 
with  James  Brown.  Besides  seeing  these 
groups  in  person,  H.J.  was  able  to  turn  me  on 
to  groups  like  The  Contortions  on  record, 
giving  me  some  valuable  insights. 

Funk,  is  not  just  a  type  of  music  or  a  cer- 
tain beat,  but  rather  a  feeling.  People  relate  to 
the  word  outside  of  the  musical  context, 
both  positively  and  negatively.  If  someone  is 
not  sociable,  he  or  she  is  in  a  funky  mood. 
If  something  is  in  a  poor  condition,  it's  funky. 
It's  funky  when  it's  down  to  the  ground,  when 
you  can't  help  but  move  to  the  beat  Funk  is 
the  ultimate  of  soul,  for  it  captures  the  essence 
of  the  beat.  It  is  not  a  light  weight  sound.  It 
must  be  deep.  It  is  both  serious  and  silly, 
active  and  full  of  melody,  and  has  much  to  do 
with  sex. 

The  word  itself  is  controversial.  I'm  sur- 
prised that  there  have  been  no  attempts  to 
censor  the  word.  It  can  be  used  as  a  substitute 
for  fuck  in  some  cases. .  .Get  The  Funk  Out  of 
My  Face,  Funk  You,  etc.  But  it  is  a  real  word, 
and  when  it's  funky,  you  got  something  on 
your  hands. 

Listen  for  it  Besides  the  artists  listea 
above,  check  out  people  like  George  Duke, 
Miles  Davis'  electric  music,  John  Coltrane. .  . 
Yes  he  was  funky.  He  got  down.  The  music  is 
so  popular  the  United  Nations  asked  the  Funka- 
delics  if  they  (the  UN)  could  use  'One  Nation 
Under  a  Groove'  as  the  UN  theme  song  in  1979. 
You'll  find  the  funk  influence  in  many  other 
types  of  music  as  well.  If  you  like  latin  music, 
check  out  some  early  Ray  Barretto,  Eddie  and 
Charlie  Palmieri;'Pacheco,Gran  Combo, 
listen  to  Bob  Marley  and  the  Wailers,  or  Toots, 
or  Steel  Pulse.  Listen  to  typical  Brazilian 
music,  and  you  will  notice  the  ingredient. . . 
that  get  down  quality. 

As  long  as  new  and  different  music  contin- 
ues, we'll  have  to  classify  it.  It  does  seem  a 
waste  of  time  for  the  music  world  to  be  con- 
stantly redefined  because  it  is  all  so  close,  and 
feeds  off  itself  constantly.  The  classifications 
serve,  in  my  opinion,  merely  to  make  musical 
style  identification  that  much  harder.  Music 
of  today  evolved  from  the  music  of  yesterday, 
and  tomorrow's  music  will  contain  today's 
legacy.  The  music  we  have  is  here  to  stay, 
not  always  in  the  conscious  realm  of  musical 
enjoyment,  but  in  our  hearts  and  minds,  pre- 
paring us  for  further  musical  exposure.      »

SEAN  O'CASEY 


Sean  O'Casey  (1880-1964)  was  the  great 
progressive  dramatist  of  Ireland.  He  was  born 
in  the  slums  of  Dublin,  the  last  of  13  children, 
8  of  whom  had  already  died  of  childhood  dis- 
eases. The  Dublin  slums  were  amongst  the 
worst  in  the  world  at  that  time,  with  an  astro- 
nomically high  .rate  of  infant  mortality.  Hous- 
ing consisted  usually  of  no  more  than  one  or 
two  rooms  per  family.  His  family  of  seven  had 
two  rooms  to  share.  O'Casey  had  ulcerated 
eyes  which  half- blinded  him  in  childhood  and 
tortured  him  throughout  his  life.  Formal 
schooling  became  impossible  because  of  his 
eyesight,  but  O'Casey  did  teach  himself  to 
read  while  in  his  teens. 

He  started  to  work  when  he  was  fourteen, 
first  in  a  dry  goods  store,  and  then  as  a  con- 
struction worker.  He  was  a  navvy  on  the  rail- 
roads for  nine  years.  During  this  time,  he 
played  hurley,  taught  himself  Gaelic,  and  list- 
ened to  debates  and  arguments  for  revolution 
and  separatism  from  the  oppression  of  Eng- 
land. He  was  an  avid  and  voracious  reader. 
The  poverty,  the  class  structure  and  the 
power  of  the  Church  in  Ireland  so  bothered 
O'Casey  that  he  immediately  joined  the  strug- 
gle for  a  free  Ireland  and  a  trade  union  move- 
ment. He  was  a  close  friend  and  supporter  of 
Jim  Larkin,  the  first  head  of  the  Irish  Trans- 
port &  General  Workers  Union.  In  191  3,  four 
hundred  Dublin  employers  demanded  that 
workers  sign  a  disclaimer  from  union  affilia- 
tions forwever.  The  workers  refused,  and  thus 
started  the  historic  Lock  Out  of  1 91 3/14.  The 
clergy  and  press  railed  against  the  trade  union- 
ists. Starvation  increased.  Larkin  and  O'Casey 
started  the  Irish  Citizen  Army  to  defend  the 
workers  and  their  families.  The  locked  out 
workers  were  finally  forced  back  to  work,  but 
their  unions  still  live. 


O'Casey's  mother,  a  magnificent  woman 
with  whom  he  lived  until  her  death,  was  a  tre- 
mendous influence  on  his  life.  She  supplied 
the  songs  and  the  flowers  in  his  home  and 
heart.  His  life-long  respect  for  women  began 
with  his  mother,  and  he  dedicated  The  Plough 
and  the  Stars  to  "the  gay  laugh  of  my  mother 
at  the  gate  of  the  grave." 

Poverty  was  his  life.  He  father  died  when 
he  was  very  young,  and  the  family  lived  on  a 
painfully  small  pension.  He  became  strong 
through  sport  and  hard  labor:  "Never  in  my 
life  did  I  feel  better  than  when  I  did  physical 
labor,  my  chest  measured  46,  my  arms  were  as 
big  as  tree  limbs  and  I  had  a  great  ball  of  mus- 
cle here  on  my  hand  where  I  gripped  the  pick- 
handle.  I  worked  all  day  and  was  ready  to  live 
joyously  through  the  night."  His  mind  was  al- 
ways reeling  with  dreams  of  a  better  life  for 
the  Irish  and  for  the  world.  He  hated  racism, 
pomposity,  greed,  kow-towing,  and  lies.  He 
loved  literature  and  music  and  art. 

O'Casey's  voice  was  a  beautiful  rich  brogue 
with  the  music,  humor  and  sharpness  of  that 
Celtic,  land.  He  used  it  to  shape  his  plays  and 


prose  and  to  scream  against  the  murder  and 
rape  of  the  Blacks  and  Tans  during  their  at- 
tempts to  stop  the  struggle  for  independence. 
The  Abbey  Theatre  was  his  love,  and  his  ef- 
forts, along  with  those  of  Lady  Gregory  and 
William  Butler  Yeats,  built  it  into  a  self-sus- 
taining place.  His  refusal  to  alter  the  content 
of  his  plays  to  suit  the  "society"  and  clergy 
of  Dublin  brought  near  riots  caused  by  reac- 
tionaries. He  loved  Shaw,  Joyce,  Yeats  and 
Wilde,  though  he  himself  came  from  such  a 
different  background.  His  argument  with 
Yeats  and  the  power  elite  of  Dublin  caused 
the  Abbey  Theatre  to  refuse  to  produce  his 
plays.  But  years  later,  while  living  in  England, 
he  was  invited'back  to  the  Abbey  and  today 
is  considered  one  of  its  giants.

TRAVELS  WITH  LAURIE: 

On  The  Road  In  Africa 

Laurie  Garrett,  KPFA  's  Peabody  Award  win- 
ning Public  Affairs  producer,  recently  returned 
from  a  year  abroad  in  Europe  and  Africa.  On 
March  8th,  she  will  present  a  three  hour  spe- 
cial on  her  sabbatical,  and  on  the  women  she 
met  during  her  voyage. 

While  I  was  interviewing  Teurai  Ropa,  the 
Secretary  of  Women's  Affairs  of  the  Zimbab- 
we African  National  Union,  I  reflected  upon 
all  I  had  learned  while  in  Southern  Africa. 
For  nearly  eight  months  I  traveled  through 
Western  Europe  and  Southern  Africa,  inter- 
viewing all  who  interested  me,  absorbing  as 
much  as  I  could  of  the  political  and  cultural 
scenes  in  each  country,  and  sending  back  occa- 
sional reports  to  Pacifica  and  KPFA.  Since 
my  return,  it's  been  difficult  -  nearly  impos- 
sible -  to  collect  my  thoughts  about  what  I 
saw  and  learned  as  clearly  as  I  had  formulated 
them  during  my  interview  with  Ropa.  Hope- 
fully, by  the  time  I  do  my  three  hour  gig  for 
KPFA's  International  Women's  Day  Celebra- 
tion, I'll  have  a  much  more  coherent  idea  of 
how  to  present  what  I  have  absorbed. 

Teurai  Ropa  is  the  Secretary  of  Women's 
Affairs  for  ZANU  (Robert  Mugabe's  organi- 
zation), a  member  of  its  Central  Committee, 
and  a  noteworthy  military  commander  who, 
at  the  age  of  25,  already  can  boast  of  seven 
years  of  active  combat  experience.  She  is 
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perhaps  most  recognized  in  the  organization 
for  having  successfully  led  a  major  military 
campaign  last  year  in  Southern  Zimbabwe 
and  giving  birth  the  following  day  without 
midwife  assistance.  With  shoulders  that  would 
look  big  on  a  Green  Bay  Packers  fullback,  ar- 
tillary  records  that  would  make  a  U.S.  Army 
general  proud,  and  an  admirable  women's  or- 
ganizing track  record,  Ropa  is  something  to 
reckon  with.  She  definitely  does  not  represent 
the  kind  of  individuals  Ian  Smith  looks  for- 
ward to  having  over  for  breakfast. 

But  while  Ian  Smith  is  still  fighting  a  last 
ditch  battle  to  defend  colonialism,  most  of 
Africa  is  concerned  about  post-colonial  devel- 
opment. And  that's  where  the  U.S.  most  ob- 
viously enters  the  picture.  As  the  entire  con- 
tinent -  historically  the  most  exploited  on  the 
planet  -  trie*  to  drag  itself  from  tribalism  to 
advanced  technology,  the  U.S.  eagerly  dangles 
cash  and  expertise  from  the  wings.  And  that's 
where  Andrew  Young  fits  in. 

I  suppose  that  by  the  time  Andrew  Young 
saw  me  in  Rome  and  Dar  Es  Salaam,  he  was 
quite  fed  up  with  my  questions.  American 
journalists  aren't  supposed  to  ask  Andy  em- 
barrassing questions  when  he  is  abroad.  But 
1  couldn't  resist  in  Rome  asking  him  why  he 
supports  Jimmy  Carter:  his  awsome  praise  of 
the  President  proved  awkward  when  Carter 
dumped  him  hours  after  the  interview.  When 
he  arrived  in  Dar  Es  Salaam  he  was  already  a 
lame  duck  hero  to  most  of  the  world.  But  not 
to  the  Tanzanians.  As  Muhammed  Ali  was 
later  to  learn,  the  Tanzanians  are  a  tough  lot, 
not  prone  to  simplistic  gestures  of  "Black 
Brotherhood"  and  international  Western-dom- 
inated solidarity.  Young  was  in  town  to  pro- 
mote American  business  investment  in  Africa. 

"American  Industry  has  a  liberalizing  im- 
pact on  the  country  it  invests  in,"  claims 
Young  So  a-Iiberalizing  we  go,  trekking  through 
half  of  Africa  and  plunging  into  business  deals 
every  time  American  feet  touch  African  soil. 
There  axe  those  in  Tanzania  who  resented 
Young's  "liberalizing  impact,"  particularly 
when  the  so-called  liberal  business  representa- 
tives in  tow  included  Motorola  (manufactur- 
ers of  radio  police  equipment  for  th    Johannes- 
burg Police  Dept.),  Import-Export  Bank  (ma- 
jor international  financiers  of  South  African 
investments),  and  at  least  four  other  corporate 
representatives  for  companies  currently  in- 
vesting in  the  apartheid  nation.  Rather  taste- 
less on  Andy's  part,  particularly  since  Tanza- 
nia leads  the  rest  of  Africa  in  its  absolute  no-, 
investment  policy  on  South  Africa.  . 

Neither  Young,  the  U.S.  Ambassador,  nor 
Young's  assistants  appreciated  my  question- 
ing the  apartheid  links  of  his  business  crew  in 
a  press  conference  attended  by  Tanzanian 
President  Julius  Nyrere.  But  Young  had  his 
victories  following  a  briefing  for  the  Ameri- 
can, businesspeo  pie  held  in  the  U.S.  Embassy. 

"President  Nyrere,is  sort  of  the  Willy 
Brandt  of  Africa,"  said  Young.  "You  don't 
have  to  worry  about  socialism  in  Tanzania.  It's 
fine."  To  summarize  his  remarks.  Young  went 
on  to  say  socialism  is  the  ideal  investment 
environment  because  the  developing  socialist 
nations  need  Western  capital  so  badly  they  are 
willing  to  keep  their  workers  in  line  for  you, 
squash  all  strikes  for  you,  and  maintain  high

productivity  and  worker  output  for  you.  What 
could  be  better? 

By  the  time  Young  got  around  to  telling 
the  businessmen  they  only  had  to  pay  the 
workers  the  equivalent  of  $50  a  month,  the 
crowd  was  drooling.  Four  contracts  were 
signed  that  day. 

High  Tanzanian  sources  admitted  total  dis- 
trust for  Young,  Carter  and  U.S.  business,  but 
Young  was  right:  they  need  the  capital. 

Young  and  his  like  aren't  welcome  in  places 
like  Mozambique,  Angola,  ZANU-controlled 
Zimbabwe,  or  the  offices  of  the  African  Na- 
tional Congress  -  South  Africa.  Where  Marxism 
has  firmly  taken  root  in  Africa,  Young  is  firm- 
ly out.  And  perhaps  not  surprisingly,  it  was  in 
these  places  that  I  found  myself  most  welcome, 
Pacifica  Radio  best  utilized,  and  my  personal 
education  most  clearly  expanded.  For  example, 
on  International  Women's  Day,  I  hope  to  dis- 
cuss the  exciting  organizing  efforts  of  tht 
OMM  (Orgahicao  de  Muhers  Mocambicanos), 
Mozambique's  massive  women's  organization. 
While  1  was  in  Tanzania,  the  country  held  its 
first  national  women's  conference  dealing 
with" specifically  feminist  issues.  The  ANC-SA 
has  begun  sending  women  combatants  into 
South  Africa.  And  the  actions  of  TeuraiRopa 
speak  loudly  of  the  women's  drive  in  Zimbab- 
we. 

Returning  to  Europe  after  my  African  ex- 
periences seemed  something  of  a  comedown 
at  first.  Perhaps  psychological  preparation  for 
the  U.S.  But  the  feminist  movement  in  Italy 
remains  one  of  the  most  dynamic  and  interest- 
ing in  the  world.  The  anti-cruise  missile  effort 
has  clear  female  leadership  in  at  least  three 
European  countries.  And  throughout  Europe, 
the  overall  organizing  for  peace  and  econom- 
ic equality  has  more  parallels  to  our  American 
experience  than  anything  we  are  likely  to 
encounter  elsewhere  in  the  world.  We  can 
learn  a  great  deal  from  our  German,  French, 
Italian,  British,  Dutch,  Belgian,  Spanish  and 
Portugeuse  counterparts.

GAY  SPECIAL: 

March  on  Washington  Highlights 

The  post-Stonewall  decade  of  gay  activism 
culminated  in  the  National  March  on  Washing- 
ton for  Lesbian  and  Gay  Rights  last  October 
14th.  More  than  100,000  lesbians  and  gay  men 
marched  and  rallied  in  D.C.   and  Pacifica  was 
there,  broadcasting  the  event  to  the  nation. 

Bill  Bogan,  of  WBAI's  gay  program.  Friends, 
was  the  executive  producer  for  the  national 
broadcast.  He  coordinated  the  talents  and  skills" 
of  lesbian  and  gay  broadcasters  from  all  of  the 
Pacifica  stations  as  well  as  several  National  Pub- 
lic Radio  and  community  radio  stations.  Ray 
Hill  of  KPFT  in  Houston  was  the  male  MC  of 
the  rally.  In  fact,  it  was  through  KPlT's 
affiliate  status  with  NPR  that  the  program  ex- 
change was  at  all  possible.  It  is  significant  to 
note  that  an  event  of  this  magnitude  was  broad- 
cast live  only  because  gay  programmers  volun- 
teered their  time  and  talents  to  make  it  happen. 

The  March  coincided  with  marathon  fund- 
raising  periods  at  KPFA  and  KPFK  (in  Los 
Angeles)  and  together,  lesbian  and  gay  pro- 
grams raised  over  $14,000  that  day  for  Pacifi- 
ca. 

As  of  this  report,  we  don't  have  the  final 
tally  of  how  many  stations  carried  this  broad- 
cast. From  an  informal  survey  prior  to  the 
event,  we  knew  of  twenty,  including  two  in 
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Alaska.  We  also  talked  to  forty. more  who  gave 
various  excuses  for  not  broadcasting  it  (such 
as  "We  can't  pre-empt  the  Opera"  and  "It's 
not  the  kind  of  programming  we  do"). 

The  live  coverage  was  two  hours  in  dura- 
tion (2:30-4:30  pm)  but  the  rally  actually 
went  on  for  four  -  and  that's  one  important 
reason  why  Fruit  Punch  is  presenting  a 
marathon  special  on  the  March  on  the  1 9th 
of  this  month.  The  show  will  present  high- 
lights of  the  entire  day.  Included  will  be 
Kate  Millett's  powerful  "Army  of  Lovers" 
speech,  Charles  Law's  penetrating  cultural  ad- 
dress, Holly  Near's  moving  rendition  of  "Over 
the  Rainbow,"  and  Blackberri's  award-winning 
song  (f  he  Helen  King  Festival  of  New  Music 
Award,  1979)  "Eat  the  Rich."  All  of  these 
were  not  broadcast  on  October  14th. 

Interspersed  with  the  speeches  and  music 
from  the  platform  are  the  chants  and  messages 
of  the  marchers  who  came  from  across  the 
ration.  There  were  groups  from  Alaska  and 
Hawaii;  5000  came  from  Texas;  more  than 
5000  came  from  Los  Angeles  and  the  Bay 
Area;  over  10,000  lesbians  showed  up  from 
New  England.  There  was  also  an  international 
contingent.  The  list  could  go  on,  but  better 
yet,  tune  in  on  March  1 9th  for  a  condensed 
reliving  of  that  day  in  gay  history,  a  day  made 
possible  to  relive  through  alternative  radio.

FROM  CHIANG  KAI-SHEK  TO 
THE  SHAH _____ 

If  the  events  in  Iran  during  the  past  year 
have  left  you  with  a  feeling  of  deja  vu,  you  are 
not  alone.  The  Shah,  Somoza,  Thieu,  Batista, 
and  of  course  Chiang  Kai-Shek  were  right-wing 
totalitarian  dictators  who  could  not  withstand 
the  groundswell  of  popular  rebellion,  despite 
lavish  quantities  of  U.S.  supplied  weapons  and 
billions  in  U.S.  foreign  aid  (Marcos  of  the         , 
Phillipines,  Suharto  of  Indonesia  and  Pinochet 
of  Chile  are  among  the  many  who  very  short- 
ly may  be  added  to  the  list).  Once  the  dictator 
has  been  over  thrown,  popular  reaction  against 
the  United  States  is  the  only  logical  conclusion 
to  a  U.S.  foreign  policy  which  seems  to  regard 
short  run  coups  in  the  cold  war  chess  game  as 
a  higher  priority  than  any  of  the  noble  words 


about  freedom  and  democracy  in  the  Declara- 
tion of  Independence  and  the  Bill  of  Rights. 

Jack  Service,  a  U.S.  Foreign  Service  officer 
in  China  during  World  War  II,  was  among  the 
first  idealistic  Americans  to  be  put  up  against 
the  wall  because  of  the  contradiction  between 
our  noble  words  and  our  opportunistic  moves 
in  the  cold  war.  Born  in  China,  the  son  of  Am- 
erican missionaries,  Jack  Service  was  stationed 
in  Chiang  Kai-Shek's  capitol,  Chung-king, 
where  he  le?med  at  first  hand  about  the  cor- 
ruption and  despotism  of  the  Nationalist 
Chinese  regime.  After  visitng  Chairman  Mao 
and  Chou  en-lai  at  their  mountain  retreat  in 
Yenan,  Service  attempted  to  convince  the 
U.S.  State  Department  that  the  future  of 
China  was  in  the  hands  of  the  Communists, 
and  that  a  rational  foreign  policy  would  lead  to 
the  development  of  ties  with  the  Reds.  For 
this  act  of  courage,  Service  was  hounded  by 
witch-hunting  Congressional  committees  and 
eventually  kicked  out  of  the  State  Department. 

Today  Jack  Service  has  his  own  ideas  about 
how  irrational  anti-communism  has  led  the 
United  States  into  a  blind  alley  in  the  Third 
World.  On  Friday,  March  7th  at  7:00  pm,  he 
talks  with  Philip  Maldarr  in  an  exclusive  inter- 
view on  KPFA.

BAR  I  SCOTT: 

The  Secret's  Out 

Every  Saturday  night,  one  of  the  most  dis- 
tinguished jazz  programs  in  the  Bay  Area  airs 
at  7:30  pm.  Titled  The  Secret's  Out,  it  is  pre- 
sented by  Bari  Scott,  the  head  of  KPFA's 
Third  World  Department, 

Bari  was  born  in  Shreveport,  Louisiana  in 
1 946.  She  grew  up  in  the  segregated  town  of 
Marshall,  Texas.  Her  father  was  a  visiting  teach- 
er for  troubled  families  and  children,  her  moth- 
er a  high  school  English  and  literature  teacher. 

"Everybody  in  my  family  had  a  relation 
to  music  One  cousin  of  mine  was  in  the  Fisk 
Jubilee  Singers,  a  chorale  a  capella  group  that 
toured  Europe.  My  mother  played  piano  and 
studied  music.  There  were  uncles  on  my  fath- 
er's side  who  either  studied  or  taught  music." 

Bari  played  piano  as  a  young  child.  Her 
mother  bought  her  Pakistani  bells  made  out 
of  brass  which  never  lose  their  tone  (Bari 
still  has  them).  "Basically,  my  parents  were 
classically  oriented,  though  growing  up  I 
heard  Bobby  Blue  Bland,  Lightnin'  Hopkins     • 
(both  of  whom  were  local  stars),  Duke  Elling- 
ton and  Count  Basie." 

Bari  left  Marshall  for  the  University  of 
Texas  in  Austin  in  1 964.  She  was  one  of 
200  Blacks  in  a  school  of  20-30,000  students. 
"I  was  in  an  obvious  minority  in  terms  of 
self-expression,  I  had  no  alternatives  to  the 
norm.  Jimi  Hendrix  attracted  me  and  spoke 
to  that  isolation.  "  Her  two  other  great 
musical  influences  during  college  were  McCoy 
Tyner  and  Cecil  Taylor.  "On  piano,  I  had 
a  sense  of  improvisation,  but  no  reference 
and  no  guide  until  I  heard  them." 

During  college,  Bari's  focus  was  far  from 
musical.  "From  a  secure  position  in  a  small 


town  to  being  one  of  200  black  people  in  a 
segregated  situation  had  to  be  addressed,  both 
politically  and  individually.  In  the  second 
week  I  was  there,  I  was  asked  to  join  a  picket 
line  against  a  Blackface  minstrel  show  by  a 
local  fraternity.  I  also  demonstrated  against 
another  frat  that  dressed  in  confederate  uni- 
forms and  had  black  children  delivering 
invitations  to  sororities.  There  were  also  no 
Black  professors  autside  of  one  in  the  engin- 
eering department,  and  no  black  studies  of 
any  sort."  Bari  helped  organize  a  Black  Stud- 
ent Union  to  deal  with  this  problem  as  well 
as  the  one  presented  by  the  coach  of  the 
Longhoms  Football  team,  Darrel  Royal, 
who  declared  that  the  reason  there  were 
no  Black  athletes  on  the  team  was  because 
Blacks  did  not  make  good  athletes.  She 
helped  bring  speakers  such  as  Stokely  Car-  - 
michael  and  Dick  Gregory  to  campus,  not- 
withstanding the  large  amounts  of  eggs 
bought  for  both  occasions.  She  also  mentions 
that  the  FBI  was  on  campus,  trying  to  re- 
cruit Black  students  to  spy  on  other  Black 
students. 

She  graduated  in  1969  with  a  degree  in 
anthropology  and  sociology,  and  came  to 
Berkeley.  She  took  on  a  series  of  different  jobs 
before  coming  to  KPFA.  At  one  point,  she 
wrote  educational  film  strips,  and  travelled 
all  over  the  country.  She  also  worked  at  the 
UC  Berkeley  University  Art  Museum,  where 
she  was  co-director  of  the  special  events  de- 
partment. She  worked  closely  with  the  Pacif- 
ic Film  Archive,  bringing  a  Russian  film  series 
to  the  area.  Bari  worked  with  Charles  Lippin- 
cott  on  a  "Jazz  In  The  Movies"  project,  and 
with  Tom  Luddy  revived  a  lost  film  on  the 
Newport  Jazz  Festival,  "Jazz  On  A  Summer's 
Day."  She  also  worked  on  a  jazz  program 
using  people  from  the  Bay  Area,  and  it  was 
then  that  she  became  involved  with  radio. 

In  1 974,  KPOO  in  San  Francisco  was  look- 
ing for  programs.  They  agreed  to  air  the  jazz 
series  Bari  was  working  on,  and  during  the 
broadcasts,  she  met  Larry  Bensky  and  Jeff 
Echeverria  from  KPFA. 

Shortly  thereafter,  she,  along  with  Jamaica 
(later  of  KPFA),  Millicent  Hobson  (also  of 
the  University  Art  Museum)  and  Vera  Clark 
(a  teacher  of  ethnography)  received  a  grant 
to  study  black  community  activities  in  New 
Orleans.  After  the  grant  group  broke  up,  Bari 
came  to  New  York  and  stayed  several  months, 
collecting  material  to  play  on  KPOO.  becom- 
ing intimately  involved  with  the  music  scene. 
During  that  time,  she  corresponded  both  with 
Bensky  and  with  Lesley  Saar,  the  Third  World 
Department  director  at  KPFA.  When  Bari 
returned  in  1975,  she  began  substituting  for 
people  on  KPFA. 

In  early  1976.  she  became  co-director  of 
the  department,  and  later  in  the  year  became 
its  director.  Soon,  she  had  two  programs, 
"Passin'  Through"  on  Tuesdays  from  3  to  5 
pm,  and  "Night  Kitchen"  late  Wednesday 
nights.  She  took  a  sabbatical  in  1977-78  in 
order  to  have  a  baby  girl,  Thais,  who  was  born 
on  November  10,  1977.  When  Bari  returned. 
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she  took  over  the  Saturday  evening  spot  for 
The  Secret's  Out. 

"I  don't  want  to  be  labelled  as  just  a  music 
programmer.  I've  been  more  politically  /involved 
than  I  have  in  trying  to  produce  and  promote 
music.  I  see  music  as  a  political  statement,  too, 
making  sure  that  creative  and  independent 
musical  statements  get  aired." 

Bari  is  intimately  involved  in  determining 
Third  World  programming  of  all  sorts  at  the 
stjtion.  She  is  working  on  Africa  Day,  Latin 
America  Day,  Jazz  Day  and  Blues  &  Early  Jazz 
Day  during  this  marathon.  She  has  brought, 
commentators  arid"  music  programmers  to.  the 
station  during  her  tenure. 

"I  am  interested,  in  a  broader  sense,  in  pro- 
grams dealing  with  people's  lives,"  Baii  explains. 
"The  Third  World  Department  must  deal  with 
issues  in  addition  to  the  KKK  killings 
in  North  Carolina.  It  must  look  also  at  ques- 
tions concerning  the  way  Third  World  commu- 
nities deal  with  children,  relationships,  etc. 
These  things  have  to  be  addressed  -  presenting 


alternative  information  so  that  people  indivi- 
dually and  collectively  can  make  choices  be- 
yond what  commercials  or  TV  tell  them.  I  am 
interested  in  programs  ranging  from  interviews 
with  black  couples  who've  been  living  together 
for  a  long  time  -  what  can  we  learn  from  them?, 
to  looking  at  heating  alternatives  tor  poor 
people.  I  also  want  to  know  how  we  can  set 
up  new  models  for  living  a  modern  and  crea- 
tive  life,  and  how  can  the  third  world  commu- 
nity protect  itself  from  the  police,  or  from  a 
commerical  portrayal  of  blonde  women  as  the 
objects  of  desire  and  emulation,  and  how  that 
all  translates  into  programming." 

These  questions  must  be  dealt  with,  and 
in  the  coming  months,  Bari,  as  head  of  the 
Third  World  Department,  will  continue  her 
efforts  to  expand -and  enlarge  the  scope  of  the 
department. 

Join  Bari  on  Blues  and  Early  Jazz  Day,  and 
on  Jazz  Day.

nounced. All  that  happens  will  be  chronicled 
in  the  next  folio. 

The  staff  is  digging  in  for  the  long  haul  over 
the  next  month  and  a  half,  hoping  to  produce 
programming  that  will  entice  all  our  non-sub- 
scribing listeners  to  join  the  family.  Most  of 
our  regular  programming  has  been  pre-empted, 
but  it  all  will  return  come  April  15th  (assum- 
ing we  made  our  goal  of  $150,000). 

There  will  be  some  extraordinary  prem- 
iums offered  during  this  marathon,  so  keep  ' 
your  ears  perked  and  your  wallets  ready.  We've 
made  inroads  into  the  debt  accumulated  dur- 
ing the  great  subscription-computer  difficulty, 
but  we  are  still  many  thousands  away  from 
financial  health.  We  want  to  thank  the  many 
kind  folks  who  gave  a  little  extra  during  the 
months  of  January  and  February,  and  ensured 
that  our  paychecks  would  arrive  on  time. 
For  those  interested,  our  Arabic  music 
programmer,  Tina  Naccach,  is  expecting  in 
mid-March  -  we'll  keep  you  posted  on  the 
baby's  gender.  Laurie  Garrett  is  back  and  work- 
ing harder  than  ever  here.  You  can  hear  her 
report  on  Africa  and  Europe  on  March  8th. 
KPFA  still  needs  all  sorts  of  equipment  - 
the  Third  World  Department,  for  example, 
could  use  a  new  turntable  and  cassette  machine. 
If  you  want  to  help  out,  call  848-6767,  and 
ask  for  Doug  Maisel,  our  chief  engineer.

The 
Brethren 


The  Brethren  by  Scott  Armstrong  &  Bob  Wood- 
ward, New  York:  Simon  &  Schuster,  467  pp., 
$13.95. 

The  Brethren  is  the  publishing  hit  of  the 
season.  Subtitled,  "Inside  the  Supreme  Court," 
the  book  offers  a  candid  view  of  the  Supreme 
Court  during  the  first  seven  years  of  Warren 
Burger's  tenure  as  Chief  Justice  (1969-1975). 
To  say  that  the  book  is  a  smash  is  an  under- 
statement: when  portions  appeared  in  The 
Washington  Post  prior  to  official  publication, 
they  were  eagerly  awaited,  richly  savored,  and 
quickly  devoured  by  the  citizens  of  the  nation's 
capitol.  Articles  and  excerpts  also  appeared  in 
national  news  magazines  and  were  grabbed  up 
just  as  quickly.  When  the  book  finally  appeared 
in  print  in  December,  it  sold  out  within  days 
in  some  cities,  within  hours  in  others. 

The  popularity  of  the  book  was  soon 
matched  by  a  chorus  of  critics.  The  criticism 
boiled  down  to  two  points.  First,  many  saw 
the  book  as  yet  another  example  of  "Deep 


Throat"  journalism:  the  reporting  of  extreme- 
ly private  events,  conversations  and  even 
throughts  of  high  government  officials,  with- 
out specifying  the  source  of  the  information. 
Thus,  there  is  no  way  for  the  reader  to  deter- 
mine whether  the  reported  events  are  accurate- 
ly depicted,  inaccurately  depicted,  or  simply 
made  up  by  the  authors. 

Others  decried  the  book  for  a  second,  and 
more  fundamental  reason:  that  it  de-mystified 
the  sacred  temple,  portraying  the  justices  as 
mere  human  beings,  with  biases,  prejudices, 
and  weaknesses  which  have  affected  their 
work  and  decisions.  In  this  view,  the  book 
presents  a  clear  and  present  danger  of  a  sub- 
stantial loss  of  respect  for  the  very  institution 
of  the  Supreme  Court. 

The  validity  of  the  first  point  must  be  con- 
ceded, up  to  a  point.  The  book  is  certainly  not 
on  a  par  with  the  Encyclopedia  Brittanica,  for 
example,  in  terms  of  authoritativeness  and  reli- 
ability. Some  of  it  is  certainly  based  on  gossip, 
rumor  and  innuendo,  and  at  times  seems  clear-

ly  aligned  with  the  New  York  Daily  News 
school  of  journalism  rather  than  that  of  the 
New  York  Times.  But  what  is  the  appropriate 
standard  for  authenticity?  The  book  is  not  a 
rigorous,  scientific  study  of  a  static  institution. 
By  its  very  nature  and  the  nature  of  its  work, 
the  Supreme  Court  defies  the  type  of  detailed, 
footnoted,  validated  study  that  is  possible  in 
other  areas  of  society,  and  even  in  other  areas 
of  government.  Apparently,  Woodward  and 
Armstrong  would  not  have  gotten  very  far  at 
all  if  they  had  not  promised  anonymity  to 
their  sources.  On  the  other  hand,  the  authors 
claim  to  have  at  least  one,  usually  two,  and 
often  three  or  four  reliable  sources  in  the 
chambers  of  each  justice  for  each  of  the  seven 
years  covered  in  the  book,  as  well  as  direct 
access  to  documents  such  as  diaries  and  inter- 
nal court  memoranda.  And  Bob  Woodward 
can  point  to  his  Watergate  books  for  those 
who  doubt  his  investigative  abilities.  Indeed, 
many  who  were  on  the  scene  have  confirmed 
the  accuracy  of  the  portrait,  even  if  they  dis- 
like the  painters. 

As  to  the  second  criticism  of  the  book, 
again  it  must  be  conceded  that  there  is  some 
ground  for  comment.  In  the  First  Amendment 
area  alone,  there  are  several  descriptions  of 
the  all-too-human  side  of  the  various  justices: 
the  priggish  squeamishness  of  Burger  and  even 
of  Hugo  Black,  long  a  defender  of  freedom  of 
speech,  in  discussing  whether'"that  word"  was 
protected  speech  when  it  appeared  on  the 
back  of  a  jacket  in  the  phrase,  "Fuck  the  Draft" 
the  deep  divisions  engendered  by  the  Pentagon 
Papers  case,  not  only  on  the  issue  of  prior  re- 
straints on  publication,  but  on  the  War  in 
Vietnam  itself;  and  the  incessant  wrangling 
over  the  definition  of  obscenity,  from  William 
Brennan's  secret  reliance  on  a  "no  erections" 
standard  to  Potter  Stewart's  remarkable  tru- 
ism, "I  know  it  when  I  see  it."  Other  pictures 
emerge,  of  William  O.  Douglas,  perhaps  the 
greatest  jurist  of  the  age,  yet  a  cantankerous 
curmudgeon  who  often  treated  his  law  clerks 
with  disdain,  and  who  pathetically  tried  to 
hold  onto  his  seat  when  his  time  had  clearly 
passed;  of  Harry  Blackmun,  beset  by  feelings 
of  intellectual  inferiority,  doing  his  own  re- 
search at  the  Mayo  Clinic  medical  library,  dur- 
ing the  Court's  summer  vacation,  for  his  opin- 
ion in  the  abortion  cases;  of  Brennan,  the  pow- 
er broker  under  former  Chief  Justice  Earl 
Warren,  growing  increasingly  frustrated  by  the 
Court's  rightward  turn  under  Burger;  of  Wil- 
liam Rehnquist,  young,  clever,  and  archly  con- 
servative, seeking  to  overturn  the  Warren 
Court's  most  famous  decisions  with  a  broad- 
sword majority  or  a  stiletto-like  footnote. 
Most  of  all  there  is  Burger  -  -  vain,  pompous, 
making  embarrassingly  racist  and  sexist  re- 
marks, intellectually  incompetent  as  Chief 
Justice  of  the  highest  court  of  the  land. 

There  is  certainly  no  question  that  the  book 
provides  an  inside  look  at  judges  who  are  very 
much  human  beings.  Yet  this  de-mystification 
process  does  not  detract  from  the  Court's  auth- 
ority. For  all  their  foibles,  weaknesses  and 
shortcomings,  the  justices  for  the  most  part 
emerge  as  dedicated  individuals  concerned 
with  the  role  of  law  and  the  Court  in  Ameri- 
can society,  and  in  most  cases  anxious  to  see 
that  "justice"  is  done,  however  that  is  defined. 
(My  own  experience  as  a  law  clerk  for  a  fed- 
eral judge  confirms  this  image  of  the  man  be- 
hind the  bench  -  -  though  the  judge  was  forty 
years  older  than  I  and  we  often  disagreed,  he 


was  unfailingly  reasonable,  open  to  argument 
and  criticism,  and  dedicated  to  preserving  jus- 
tice through  the  rule  of  law.). 

The  sole  exception  is  Burger,  who  is  un- 
relentingly cast  as  the  Lester  Maddox  of  Amer- 
ican Jurisprudence  (or,  perhaps  more  accurage- 
ly,  as  the  perfect  reflection  of  the  man  who  ap- 
pointed him,  Richard  Nixon).  If  even  half  of 
the  meanness,  venality  and  stupidity  attributed 
to  him  is  accurate,  he  should  probably  be  hung 
from  the  Supreme  Court  bench  in  effigy,  rath- 
er than  occupying  the  seat  of  honor  as  Chief 
Justice. 

In  any  event,  Woodward  and  Armstrong 
have  given  us  a  new  view  of  an  old  institution, 
the  first  new  view  in  a  great  many  years.  If  we 
will  respect  the  institution  less  by  knowing 
more  about  it,  there  is  probably  something 
wrong  with  the  institution,  and  with  our  sys- 
tem of  government.  For  if  we  are  a  nation  of 
"laws,  not  men,"  the  book  reminds  us  that  it 
is  men  (indeed,  men  only)  who  have  inter- 
preted the  laws  in  the  nation's  highest  court. 
And  if  the  book  is  not  the  final  word  on  the 
third  branch  of  government,  it  at  least  begins 
to  clear  away  the  cobwebs  from  an  institution 
which  has  often  been  enshrouded  in  mystery.

The  Oil,  Chemical  and  Atomic  Workers  Union, 
in  its  leadership  and  rank  and  file,  represents 
many  aspects  of  North  American  labor.  At 
the  same  time,  it  is  conservative  and  militant- 
ly  progressive,  depending  on  the  issue  and 
the  actors.  Last  August  in  Miami,  Florida, 
the  OCAW  held  its  biennial  contention.  Run- 
ning for  President  of  the  180,000  member 
.  union  were  two  candidates  who  epitomize 
the  two  main  currents  in  today's  labor  move- 
ment. Bob  Goss  was  running  his  campaign 
on  bread  and  butter  issues  and  a  promise  to 
move  cautiously  in  these  hard  times.
